LEGISLATURE ANALYZED 


WORKERS WILL BE GIVEN 


ADDITIONAL PROTECTION 


IN BILLS OFFERED BY FEDERATION 


The first batch of bills which the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor has had submitted, and which are now properly 
engrossed, is here briefly reviewed. There are many other 
bills which have also been presented, and in the thirty-day 


interim between the first and 


second regular sessions of the 


state legislature a succinct analysis will be made for the 
benefit of all unions. Bills dealing with the state employes 
and many others have been taken care of, and that they are 
not reported on, here at this time, should cause no anxiety to 


anyone. 


SUMMARY OF FEDERATION BILLS 


A. B. 292 (Gaffney et al)— 

To forbid employers or insur- 
ance companies to contract for 
medical care or hospitalization for 
injured persons on the basis of: 

1. The physician or hospital re- 
ceiving a percentage either of the 
gross premiums collected by the 
insurance company or of the em- 
ployer’s payroll; or 

2. Any fixed charges which are 
less than the rates for these ser- 
vices adopted by the industrial 
accident commission. 

Also, to forbid physician or hos- 
pital to pay rebates to the em- 
ployer or insurance company on 
any sums received for medical 
care or hospitalization. 

Violation: misdemeanor. 


A. B. 303 (Howser)— 

To increase from $2500 to $3000 
the top sum _ recoverable when 
compensation is increased one- 
half as a result of injury received 
by reason of serious and wilful 
misconduct of employer or repre- 
sentative, etc. 


A. B. 395 (McMillan)— 

To omit the 7-day period before 
disability payments under work- 
men’s compensation insurance be- 
gins, by providing that payments 
are to be made for any day or 
fraction thereof after the employe 
leaves work as the result of the 
injury. 

A. B. 396 (Anderson et al)— 


To lengthen from 6 months to 
12 months from date of injury, 
or last payment of compensation 
or agreement to pay such, the 
period within which proceedings 


may be commenced for the collec- | 
tion of medical, disability or other | 


benefits; to omit the 2-year period 
now specified where agreement 
for a release or compromise, 
which has not been approved by 
the commission, is made for less 
than the full compensation to 
which employe or dependents are 
entitled. 


A. B. 408 (Berry... 
Gaffney et al)— 

To permit injured employes to 
institute proceedings for collec- 
tion of compensation within 245 
weeks after date of injury not 
only upon the ground that the 
original injury has caused new 
and further injury—now provided 
—but also if it has resulted in a 
permanent injury. 


A. B. 409 (Hawkins) — 

To provide that women em- 
ployes shall receive same scale of 
wages as received by men doing 
same or similar work. 


A. B. 418 (Rosenthal)— 

To amend the workmen's com- 
pensation act to include compen- 
sation for all employes who de- 
velop hernia, heart trouble and 
pneumonia. (Present law applies 
only to members of police and fire 
departments.) Further provides 
for all such cases to be presumed 
to arise out of and in the course 
of the employment in the absence 
of any evidence to the contrary. 


A. B. 433 (Crowley)— 

To permit residents of trailers, 
etc., at any public camp or camp- 
ing grounds to vote. 


A. B. 482 (Brady... 
Gaffney )— 

To prevent employment discrim- 
ination against a formerly injured 
person: Employer forbidden to 
use physica] infirmary as an ex- 
cuse for not hiring if person able 
to perform all duties in connec- 
tion with employment.

Industrial accident commission 
to enforce. 


Violation: misdemeanor. 


A. B. 500 (Wollenberg)— 

To increase amount of employ- 
er’s liability for burial expenses 
—when injury causes death—from 
$150 to $300. 

A. B. 506 (O’Day)— 

To provide that the industrial 
accident commission shall add 
reasonable attorney’s fees to com- 
pensation or death benefit awards 
when proceedings or appeal have 
been brought by injured employe 
or dependents of deceased em- 
ploye. : 

A. B. 507 (O’Day)— 

To increase death benefits: 

1. Total dependency—from 3% 
to 5 times the average annual 
earnings of deceased employe. 


2. Partial dependency — from 
3% to 5 times the amount an- 
nually devoted to the support of 
the dependents by the employe. 

To raise the top amount of 
death benefit from $6000 to $7500; 
to set a minimum death benefit 
of $2000 for a total dependency. 
And to provide that disability in- 
demnity shall not be deducted 
from death benefit but be paid in 
addition to it. 


A. B. 530 (Gaffney et al)— 

To provide that when an em- 
ployer furnishes hospital services, 
he shall permit the employes con- 
tributing to its maintenance to 
choose at least a majority of the 
board of directors or officers in 
charge of the hospital services. 

A. B. 565 (Rosenthal et al)— 

To amend labor code provision 
re payment of wages twice during 
each calendar month so as to 
specifically include the wages of 
public employes as well as private. 
A. B, 597 (Lyons)— 2 

To include agricultural labor 
within scope of California unem- 
ployment insurance act, as well 
as employes of an agricultural or, 
horticultural organization. 


A. B. 598 (Lyons)— 

To amend unemployment insur- 
ance act so as to include under 
definition of “employers” those 
with one or more employes, em- 
ployed for some portion of a day 
in each of 20 different weeks; to 
go into effect January 1, 1944. 
(Present law says 4 or more em- 
ployes.) 

A. B. 618 (Lyons)— 

To amend the labor code pro- 
visions re scaffolding by requir- 
ing the industrial accident com- 
mission to employ a number of 
inspectors sufficient to enforce 
the scaffolding laws. 

A. B. 619 (Lyons)— 

To prohibit use of scaffold jacks 

as supports for scaffolds 


A. B. 629 (Rosenthal)—

To add to labor code—under 
employment relations: (1) defini- 
tions of “employer” and “indus- 


try”; (2) provision forbidding dis- 
jcrimination in employment be- 
|cause of race, color, creed or sex 
in production, manufacture or dis- 
tribution of military or naval ma- 
terial, etc., for the state or U. S. 
government: (3) make violation 
of above—in industries engaged in 
defense contracts or in public 
employment—or inciting anyone 
to violation—a misdemeanor; (4) 
empowers department of indus- 
trial relations to enforce: (5) also 
makes these provisions not ap- 
plicable to citizens, subjects or 
descendants of citizens or sub- 
jects of any country or state with 
which U. S. is at war.

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FREEDOM FROM WANT 
IS THE GOAL OF 
NEW SECURITY BILL 


Officers of the 
Federation of Labor were in- 
structed by the executive coun- 
cil to draft and seek enactment 
by congress of a broad, five- 
point security program to free the 
American people from fear of want. 

At the same time, 
appealed to all AFL unions and 
their members to urge their repre- 


| sentatives and senators in congress 


to vote for the new measure. 


The council’s statement follows: | 


“When President Roosevelt, in 
his message to congress on the 
state of the nation, called for im- 
mediate action to establish freedom 
from want in America, he echoed 
the unanimous determination of the 
six million members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

“It has long been organized 
labor’s No. 1, objective to safe- 
guard the working masses of 
our people and their families 
from the spectre of poverty and 
destitution. We advocated and 
sponsored the original social se- 
curity program in this country 
and since its enactment we 
have constantly sought its ex- 
pansion and improvement. 
“During the last session of con- 

gress the American Federation of 
Labor drafted and caused to be in- 
troduced a series of amendments 
to the social security act which 
would have resulted in a long step 
forward toward the attainment of 
the goal of freedom from want 
“from the cradle to the grave.” 
This bill was buried in the rush of 
emergency war legislation. 


“We hereby direct the officers | 


of the American Federation of 
Labor to place before congress at 


the earliest possible moment a new | 


and even broader measure to carry 
out laber’s and the president’s ob- 
jectives. This measure should in- 
corporate the following major fea- 
tures: 

“1—Coverage of all employed 
persons in the United States 
and members of their families 
not at present provided for by 
either municipal, state, county 
or federal law. At present, mil- 
lions of Americans—including 
such large groups as domestic 
and agricultural workers—are 
not protected by the social se- 
curity program. 


“2—Increase in old age an- 
nuity benefits which at present 
are fixed at sub-standard levels. 

“3—Standardization of unem- 
ployment compensation bene- 
fits on a single nation-wide 
basis. This is particularly 
needed now when s0 many 
workers have left their home 
states to take war jobs in other 
communities at the govern- 
ment’s urging. 

“4—Health disability and hos- 
pitalization insurance for work- 
ers and members of their fami- 
lies. 

“5—Unemployment insurance 
coverage for members of the 
armed forces of the United 
States, to protect them during 
the period after the war when 
they are discharged from the 
services and start looking for 
jobs in industry. 

This broad program will have to 
be financed by higher taxes, both 
from. employes and employers 
Workers will be glad to pay these 
taxes because they know it will 
protect them against hazards of 
the future. These higher taxes can 
be substituted for the unpopular

The executive council climaxed a busy week by ratifying an 
agreement between the AFL and CIO providing for arbitration 
of jurisdictional disputes involving unions affiliated with the 
two organizations.

The executive council declared that it is the policy of the 
\American Federation of Labor to stop inter-union warfare be- 
litween the rival organizations.

| preventing ‘raiding’ of established unions. 

§ Such raiding. Mr. Green declared, is against sound public 
ppoliy interferes with production and operates against the best 
interests of the war effort.

GOVERNMENT AGENCY’S INTERFERENCE

At the request of a joint com- 
mittee representing metal and 
building trades unions, the AFL 
executive council sent a telegram 
to President Roosevelt urging him 
to use his powers as commander-in- 
chief to stop the national labor re- 
lations board from “interfering in 
the perfect cooperative relationship 
which has been established be- 
tween labor and management at 
the Kaiser Shipbuilding corpora- 
tion plants” in the northwest. 

The council declared that the 
NLRB investigation of the con- 
tracts between the Kaiser man- 
agement and AFL unions at 
these plants, undertaken at the 
instigation of the CIO, is bound 
to create bitter feeling among 
the workers and lower produc- 
tion.

Every individual is allowed 
credit against his net income which | 
with his domestic status, | 
whether he is (a) a single 
person, (b) a married person living 
with husband or wife, or (c) a 
head of family. This credit is 
know as personal exemption, and | 
is shown on line 21 of the return 
form 1040. The amount of the per- 
sonal exemption also varies depend-

The personal exemption for a 
single person is $500 for the year; 
for a married person living with | 
husband or wife, $1200; and for a 
“head of family,” $1200.

had not increased in their straight 
time hourly earnings by 15 per 
cent, they might be entitled to a 
raise. However, other factors than 
the cost of living enters the picture: 

1. Substandard wages. 

2. Gross inequity. 

The increase will not be depen- 
dent on the 15 per cent ratio all of 
the time, for this percentage will 
not remain stationary for the dura- 
tion of the war. To check inflation, 
however, I would not grant, and do 
not intend to grant, an increase in 
the percentage because the cost of 
living has risen five or seven 
points. I do not know at what 
point it would or should be raised. 
Sut, whenever it can be demon- 
strated that the real wages have 
become inadequate to sustain a 
worker at the point where he can 
do his utmost for the promulgation 
of the war effort, then the per- 
centage increase shall and will be 
raised. This is a war of sacrifice, 
and neither labor nor industry will 
be allowed to capitalize on the war 
effort and take advantage of the 
war issue to gain advances. 

I am convinced that the tri- 
party system is the best method of 
bringing about correct action be- 
tween labor and industry and I 
know also, that the statesmen of 
industry and the statesmen of labor 
will carry out this effort in peace 
as well as in war.

SECRETARY OF LABOR 
RELEASES NEW RULING 
ON DOUBLE TIME PAY 


Wording of Opinion Forces 
Workers To Toil 12 
Consecutive Days Without 
Double Time

In a revised interpretation of the 
president's order on double time, 
Frances Perkins has ruled that 
payment of double time rates is 
not required on a seventh consecu- 
tive day of work if the employe 
gets a day off in each work week. 

An employe, as an extreme 
example, could work as many 
as 12 consecutive days without 
getting double time. Under such 

a schedule, he would be idle for 

the first day of the work week, 

work the remaining six days of 
| that week, then work the first 
| six days of the succeeding week 
and take the seventh day off. 
| Under such a schedule the em- 
| ployer need not pay double 
| time because the employe gets 
| one day off in each work week. 
| A work week consists of seven 
| days starting with the same 
| calendar day each week. 
| Under the old _ interpretation, 
double time pay was required for 
|} any seventh consecutive day unless 
| some other schedule mutually sat- 
|isfactory to employer and employe

CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS 


REQUESTED T0 BLOCK 
ANTI-LABOR LEGISLATION 


TELEGRAM SENT TO NATION’S LAW- 
MAKING HEADS URGING HANDS-OFF 
POLICY ON PRESENT LABOR LAWS 


Attempts by reactionary congress- 
men to force adoption of anti-labor 
legislation destructive to the na- 
tion's war effort were denounced 
by the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
council sent the following tele- 
gram to the vice president, the 
speaker, and democratic and repub- 
lican leaders of both houses of con- 


| gress 


“The executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor 
urges you to exert constructive 
leadership to prevent the enact- 
ment of dangerous and fool- 
hardy anti-labor measures now 
being proposed in congress. 

“These bills would destroy 
the basic freedoms of American 

| workers, impair labor stan- 
| dards and handcuff the efforts 

of loyal trade unions to expe- 
dite the war production pro- 
gram. 


‘If a group of soldiers were to 
go A.W.O.L., the war department 
would never think of placing the 
entire army in the guard house. 
Yet this would be precisely the 
effect of anti-strike legislation now 
being advanced. It would penalize 
more than 99 per cent of the na- 
tion’s soldiers of production who 
have remained steadfastly on the 
job for the acts of a small minority. 

“Even in normal times the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is opposed 
to strikes except as a last resort 
to remedy injustice. In the present 
war crisis, we are opposed to 
strikes for any cause. But we will 
fight to the limit of our strength 
to preserve the right to strike, 
which is just as fundamental a 
democratic freedom as the right of 
free speech and free press. We are 
proud of the record the six million 
members of the federation have 
made in avoiding strikes since Pearl 
harbor. The amazing progress of 
war production, as reported by the 
president to congress speaks vol- 
umes for the success of labor's 
voluntary cooperation with the war 
effort and should make it apparent 
that compulsory methods are un- 
necessary as well as un-American. 

“We oppose impairment of 
the 40-hour week standard for 
overtime compensation because 
it would not add a single hour 
of work in war production and 
would result only in a pay cut
